The Almshouse for the first three months of the year was 
under the charge of Mr. and Mrs. Leighton, but owing to the 
dilapidated condition of the buildings, it was thought best to 
board the inmates until the town provided some suitable place 
for them. The Town of Canton agreed to take them at what 
was thought to be a reasonable figure, and after an investigation 
and inspection, it was decided it was for the best interests of the 
town to accept the offer, and the change was made the first of 
April. As it was necessary to provide a place for tramps, ar- 
rangements were made with Mr. Leighton to occupy the house 
and take care of tramp house. 

It has been suggested that the town dispose of the property 
on East street and build a tramp house, thus doing away with 
quite an expense. 

Plans for the elimination of the grade crossings have been 
made and accepted, and they are taking the regular mode of 
procedure.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING DEC. 31, 1903. 


During the year there were reported to the Board six cases 
of diphtheria and one case of measles. 

Three cases of diphtheria were fatal. In these three cases a 
doctor was not called until the final stage of the disease, and in 
one instance the child was dead when the doctor arrived. 

The Board disinfected the premises in each case, and we 
had no cases reported which could be connected with any previ- 
ous case in town except when two children were sick at the 
same time. 

The Board licensed one undertaker, appointed two inspec- 
tors of meat and provisions, and one inspector of pork and pork 
products. 

Nineteen jobs of plumbing have been inspected by a mem- 
ber of the Board. 

The premises where any case of diphtheria occurred, or 
against which any complaint was made were examined by the 
Board, and where any condition prejudicial to health was found, 


it was ordered remedied.

TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUS- 
TEES OF THE WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


On May 14, 1903, the Trustees had the pleasure of holding 
dedicatory exercises of the new Walpole Public Library build- 
ing, the building having been formally turned over to their 
charge by the building committee. 

The Trustees desire to extend their thanks to those who 
made it possible to hold the dedication, namely, Mr. Charles 
S. Bird and Mr. George A. Plimpton, who secured Mr. Sidney 
Lee as one of the principal speakers, and had the programs 
printed without any expense to the Trustees. 

We also wish to thank the Wednesday Club for the beauti- 
ful plaster casts from the works of Della Robbia, also a cast 
from the frieze of Parthenon, which are hung in the reading 
room. 

We also wish to thank the Woman’s Club for a valuable 
electric clock with three secondary dials, which will soon be 
installed. 

Three months ago the Trustees voted to send books to. 
South Walpole if it could be done without any expense to the 
town. Mr. E.S. Spear kindly consented to carry them. Mr. 
Freese continues to carry books to East Walpole, and there has 
been a very gratifying increase in the number sent, over that of 
the past year. 

Our librarian, Miss Margaret Tyacke, resigned September 
1, having accepted a better position with a higher salary than it 
would be possible for us to afford. She had given splendid 
satisfaction to the patrons of the library, and her work in remoy-

ing the books from the Town Hall to the present library building 
was muchappreciated by the Board of Trustees. Miss Ida J. 
Phelps was elected to the position of librarian to succeed Miss 
Tyacke. 

The Trustees have made a new departure in subscribing to 
the Bodley Club. This enables us to furnish a class of books 
for which there is a popular demand for a short period, but are 
rarely ever called for after the third or fourth year of their ex- 
istence. It also allows us to have any number of copies of the 
same work. 

' The arrangement of the children’s reading room has given 
good results, and is very much used. 

We desire to call the attention of the citizens of the town 
to the need of larger appropriation. We should have at least 
the same amount to use that we had when located in the Town 
Hall. Stating the case fairly, it costs under the same conditions 
at least $800.00 more in the present quarters than it did in the 
Town Hall, for the following reasons: light, fuel, and janitor 
were furnished. This we now have to pay out of our present 
appropriation, and we ask that the sum of $2500.00 be appro- 
priated.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FIRE ALARM. 


‘At the annual town meeting held by adjournment on the 
18th of March, 1902, the undersigned were appointed a commit- 
tee to continue the investigations of a former committee relative 
to the feasibility and cost of the establishment by the town of a 
system of Fire Alarm Telegraph; this committee to procure 
plans and estimates of the cost of such suitable system, provided, 
however, said plans and estimates could be obtained without 
expense to the town; this committee to report at a future meet- 
ing. | , 

In due time the committee met and organized, and endeavored 
to ascertain by diligent inquiry, and by obtaining the experience 
of others, if there was any one system which it would be prefera- 
ble for the town to adopt. After going carefully over this, your 
committee is of the opinion that either of three or four prin- 
cipal makes would be perfectly satisfactory, and answer the 
purpose of the town for many years to come. 


TERRITORY TO BE COVERED. 


It was the desire of this committee to cover all parts of the 
town, as it is essential that all parts may be equipped with the 
telegraph, not only for their own separate advantage, but also to 
the advantage of all parts of the town, as with the adoption of a 
complete fire alarm system, it would be possible to call the ap- 
paratus from any part of the town to another within a very few 
seconds. To accomplish this would mean covering an extensive 
amount of territory, and thus add to the cost of same. To a 
certain extent, this is the reason for the expenditure recom- 
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mended being as large as it is. The town is fortunate, how- 
ever, in possessing in nearly all the streets where fire alarm 
wires would probably go, a suitable line of poles to support the 
same; there being very few exceptions where it would be neces- 
sary to erect poles. Probably the town would not be obliged 
to erect more than forty poles for its entire fifteen miles of line 
which it is the intention to erect. More than half of these 
would be required in the establishment of a box on or near 
Bowker street, but in all cases where it would be necessary to 
erect poles, there would be but two wires on the same, and 
therefore small or inexpensive poles would be needed. In 
most towns where poles are erected in the highways and public 
streets, the said towns reserve to themselves the right to erect 
municipal wires on the same without making any payment to 
the companies owning them for the same. These rights are 
usually reserved at the top of the pole. 


LOCATION ‘OF BOXES. 


After looking over the ground very carefully, your commit- 
tee has come to the conclusion that about thirty boxes will be 
required to cover the town completely ; the same being divided 
as follows :— 

Three in North Walpole, six or seven in East Walpole, 
four in South Walpole, one in West Walpole and fifteen in the 
centre part of the town, 


WHISTLE MACHINES. 


There would also be established in each of the three vill- 
ages, namely the East, South and Centre, a mechanical arrange- 
ment for giving the alarms:on the steam whistle located in these 
villages at the present time. As these machines cost $350.00 
each, it will readily be seen that a large amount of the total sum 
recommended is for this purpose. We would also recommend 
the establishment of the storage battery system, and while it 
costs considerable more to install, the cost of operation is so 
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much less that it would take but a few years to make up the 
difference in the cost of the establishment between the storage 
and the gravity system which is commonly used, so that after 
the expiration of this time, it would be much cheaper for. the 
town to operate the.system: with the storage rather than with 
the gravity system. Owing to this lower cost of operation and 
more uniform service obtained, many towns formerly using the 
gravity system are changing to the storage as rapidly as is 
possible. 


BELLS AND GONGS. 


We would also recommend the placing in each fire station, 
the. pumping station, and the residences of the engineers of the 
Fire Department and superintendent of the fire alarm, of a gong 
of suitable size so that the alarm would be received there as well 
as on the three steam whistles already established. 


REGISTERING APPARATUS. 


It is also the intention to establish in the central fire station 
an automatic tape register which would record for verification 
and future reference, the alarms received and the hour and 
minute at which the same came in. This is quite a desirable 
piece of apparatus, and should be established in the system, 


POLES TO WEST WALPOLE. 


As before stated, it is the intention to establish a box in 
West Walpole near the railroad bridge, making use of the 
telegraph line which is established through Norfolk and West 
streets at the present time. This line is not in perfect condition, 
but probably would’ answer four or five years at least, or with 
slight additional expense, these poles could be cut down and 
reset at an expense probably not exceeding 4o cents to 50 
cents per pole. These poles were erected by the New England 
Printing Telegraph Company, a concern long since defunct, and 
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it is the opinion of your committee that although these poles 
_were erected by a private concern under rights given them by 
the town, as this company has gone out of business, there are 
no rightful owners of the line at the present time, and of course, 
the town would be responsible for any damage occasioned by 
the falling of said poles, and it is therefore the opinion of 
your committee that it would be essential for the town to at 
once have these poles reset in a substantial manner, and charge 
the same to any concern or corporation or individual who might 
come forward later on and claim ownership of same. 

One of your committee had a conversation with the super- 
intendent of the wires of the city of Boston in reference to the 
ownership of this line of poles and found that the same were 
either sold or transferred to another company, but as that 
concern could not obtain the right to ‘relocate the same within 
the city of Boston, they vacated the ownership of same, and 
the city of Boston has, at its own expense, removed those wires 
and poles from the streets of the city of Boston. Your com- 
mittee believes that the town is perfectly safe in going ahead 
with this matter and taking the poles for their own use. 


COST OF ESTABLISHMENT. 


Early in the year 1903, your committee was enabled to 
get the service of a fire alarm manufacturer, who visited your 
town and who went over the proposed route and made estimate 
of the cost of the establishment of same. He estimated that 
the cost of building 14 miles of line, 1-2 of the same to be 
with covered: wire, the furnishing of 29 suitable boxes, a four 
circuit storage battery, switch board, complete with all the 
necessary appliances required with the same, a suitable number 
of gongs, the three whistle machines, the printing tape register, 
a controlling switch board, and all the other necessary affixtures 
for a sum not exceeding $4200.00, or in other words, his 
company would guarantee to furnish the same set up in a 
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perfectly satisfactory manner and guaranteed to be perfect in 
operation for a sum not in excess of aforesaid mentioned amount. | 
This sum, however, did not include the cost of building three 
small houses in which to place the whistle machines; the 
piping required for the same or the battery racks which would 
be required in the central fire station. Your committee, how- 
ever, believes that in contracting for the same that the sum of 
$4,200.00 would coverthe entire cost of apparatus materials 
before mentioned. 


STEAM WHISTLES. 


As the citizens of the town are well aware, for years past 
the town has received gratuitous service in the furnishing of 
steam to blow their fire alarm whistles by the Messrs. B. Lewis 
& Son in Walpole Centre, F. W. Bird & Son, East Walpole, 
and the Norfolk and Bristol Street Railway in South Walpole, 
and without doubt, these concerns would be perfectly willing 
to furnish the same so long as it is in their power to do so for 
some time to come. In view of this gratuitous service, your 
committee feels that it would be no more than right and just 
that the town should furnish to these concerns a fire alarm box 
located on their private premises and for their use. Of course 
your committee would not recommend that they would be for 
their sole use, but for their protection, and for use in the event 
of fire occurring in other property adjacent or near to their 
establishments. As the cost of the establishment of these three 
boxes would be not much more than $150.00 in excess of the 
amount herein mentioned, namely $4,200.00, it would seem that 
the town has already received that amount of value for past 
service and that they can well afford to adopt this additional 
recommendation of the committee. 


METHOD OF PAYMENT. 


After having gone over the entire matter carefully, your 
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committee would recommend that the town vote to establish a 
complete system of fire alarm telegraph, and that the sum of 
$4,500.00 be appropriated therefor. In regard to the payment 
for the same, as this is a great permanent improvement, your 
committee feels that it would not be necessary to attempt to 
pay the entire amount in one year, but the same be extended to 
cover from three to five years as the town may see fit. The 
saving in the cost of the establishment of the entire system all 
at one time, would more than pay the interest on notes for the 
amount herein mentioned, to run for a period not exceeding five 
years and moreover the town would receive the benefit of a 
complete system the first year after its establishment which it 
would not enjoy should the establishment be divided into three 
or four or five years and payment being made for the same as 
it was established. 


COST OF MAINTENANCE. 


The cost of maintenance has not been spoken of heretofore, 
except in a minor way, but the same would depend largely upon 
the amount the town felt willing to pay its superintendent for 
the care of same. With the storage battery system the actual 
expense could not exceed $50.00 per year outside of such minor 
repairs which would from time to time be required, and the 
salary of the superintendent. 

In a neighboring town which has a system which would 
be about the same size that would be required here, the amount 
they allow for maintenance is $150.00, and your committee 
believes that this would be ample for the Town of Walpole. 
We really feel that the majority of citizens have not a full 
appreciation of the value to be derived from having a fire alarm 
system, and from letters we have received from officials and 
individuals, we have come to the conclusion that it would be 
impossible for the town to estimate it until the same has been in- 
stalled, and then we feel positive that it will far excell the ex- 
pectations of its most hearty supporters.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN. 


To THE CITIZENS OF WALPOLE: 


NEW TREES. 


The recommendations of the two previous years, in regard 
to new trees that should be planted, still hold good, nothing hav- 
ing been done in this direction during 1903. 

A few shade trees should be set out on the southerly side of 
East street, along Mr. M. W. Allen’s meadow. This planting 
was promised Mr. Allen when the electric railroad was located, 
and has been neglected this year. 


TRIMMING. 


The whole of the small appropriation was spent in neces- 
sary trimming along different streets, in cutting down several 
large dead trees that had been sacrificed to the electric wires 
during the past five years, and in efforts to get the wires re- 
moved from the surviving trees. The trimming work was, as 
before, put in the hands of Mr. Kingsbury. There still con- 
tinue to be calls for further trimming in many of the outskirts of 
_ the villages. 


INSECT PESTS. 


The Elm-leaf beetle, for some reason, perhaps owing to 
the late frosts, failed to make its dreaded appearance in any 
quantity this year, but another season may be more favorable to 
their development, and we need not be surprised to see the elms 
completely over-run. 
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THE WIRES. 


These continued their former destruction, and owing to the 
utter neglect of the light and street railroad companies, were 
getting into worse condition day by day. Your Tree Warden, 
believing that the trees should not be used to support live electric 
wires, issued letters to the officials of these companies, requiring. 
that all attachments to the trees be discontinued; but such in- 
structions were wholly disregarded. The matter was then 
placed in the hands of lawyer Harvey N. Shepard of Boston, 
who threatened to prosecute. The Tree Warden also obtained 
judgment in the local court against the Light Co. in the sum of 
twenty-five dollars for injuries to five trees; but the judgment 
was appealed and finally thrown out of court on a very slight 
technicality. The Light Co. however, at this time, put in a new 
local manager, and influenced perhaps by the force of a strong 
public opinion, as developed at a well attended public hearing, 
began to take steps to remove the wires from the trees on East 
street. The trees on Stone street are now the most in danger, 
and the wires ought to be removed from them without further 
delay. : 


WANTED: A NEW TREE WARDEN. 


I have now served as Tree Warden three years, more faith- 
fully perhaps than efficiently, and under certain circumstances 
should like to continue to care for the shade trees, but I am going 
to recommend that the town elect a new Tree Warden, taking 
care to find a man (or woman) who is interested in trees, and 
has some knowledge of their proper treatment, and one who is 
energetic enough to keep up a continual fight for their protec- 
tion and welfare.

The seal of the package containing the first set of ballots 
was publicly broken by the Selectmen and the same was deliver- 
ed to the ballot clerks and the cards of instructions and speci- 
men ballots were posted about the room as required by law.

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1903. 


The Water Commissioners herewith submit their ninth 
annual report, being for the year ending December 31, 1903. 
As in former years, the report contains a detailed statement of 
the receipts and expenditures, together with statistics concerning 
the plant. 

For water sold we have received the past year, including 
the $1,500.00 appropriated by the town for hydrant service, 
$95359+22. 3 

The total expense of operating the plant, including interest 
on bonds and notes, has been $7,391.86, leaving a profit of 
$1967.36. 

The receipts for service work has been $521.33 and the 
amount paid on this account $1,334.37. 

Of this amount $312.50 was paid for meters now in use, 
and the property of the town and the balance of the deficiency 
is accounted for in the improvement of the plant. 

We have paid the third series of the bonds due in 1903, 
amounting to $4,000.00, using $1,000.00 of the earnings of the 
department and the $3,000.00 appropriation of the town for 
that purpose. | 

As the profits show an increase each year (the increase 
over last year being about 25 per cent.) we think that in a 
short time we shall be able to pay a larger part each year of the 
bonded indebtedness and within 10 years take care of it all with- 
out the assistance of the town.

The balances due from the takers to the department at the 
end of the year are much smaller than ever before, since the 
establishment of the plant, and a large proportion of this is for 
service work done late in the year. 

During the year the engineer’s house on the pumping station 
grounds has been painted and a hot water heating apparatus in- 
stalled, the East stand pipe was also painted. All valves and 
hydrants have been inspected, some small repairs made at 
the pumping station so that at the end of the year the entire 
plant is in first class conditon. : 

During the year we have had five leaks in the street mains, 
one leak caused by a cracked pipe in the force main to South 
Walpole. This was discovered about 5 o’clock in the evening of 
September 22. The damaged pipe was cut out and replaced 
during the night, so that there was no delay in starting the 
pumps and keeping the south end of the town supplied with 

water ; the other leaks were in joints and valves and easily repair- 
ed. 1264 feet 6 inch cast iron pipe has been laid in Pleasant 
street and 616 feet in Main street. The Pleasant street line was 
laid subject to a 6 per cent. guarantee on the net cost of same 
while the Main street line had water takers sufficient to cover the 
6 per cent. on cost of same.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To THe CITIZENS OF WALPOLE : 


In accordance with the requirements of the Public Statutes 
the committee to whom you have intrusted the management of 
the Public Schools of the town, makes the following report for 
the year ending December 31, 1903. 

This report is intended in a general way to note some of 
the work accomplished during the year, and also to offer a few 
suggestions for future needs of the schools, referring for details 
to the Superintendent’s report, and the statistical tables that 
follow. 

The committee organized as usual after the annual town 
meeting, with J. Edward Plimpton, Chairman, and Edmund 
Grover, Secretary. 

At a joint meeting of the committees of the Towns of 
Walpole and Medfield, held in April in accordance with the 
law, Abner A. Badger was unanimously re-elected Superinten- 
dent of Schools. 

Regular meetings of the School Committee are held on 
the first Friday of each month, at 7.45 P. M. at the office of 
the Superintendent of Schools, in the Town Hall, and all 
persons having complaints to make or advice to offer, will be 
cordially received at that time and place. 


FINANCES. 


The total school expenditures have been about $500 less 
than last year, but we fail to see how the current expenditures 
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can be any less next year, inasmuch as one teacher was added 
to the corps in October and next September we must add 
another. 

Next year there will be no state aid from the Massachusetts 
School Fund, owing to the new law that went into operation 
this year. Walpole’s valuation is too large to come under the 
class of towns aided. 

There will be an increase in the fixed charges next year of 
about $600, there will be also about $300 less coming.from 
the State and these things have been taken into consideration in 
making up our estimates for another year. 

The committee hopes to see the time when the town will 
not only furnish free text books, as now, but will vote to give 
each pupil his book when he has finished the prescribed course 
in each subject, that he may take it home to form a library of ‘ 
his own. These books will be used very much during the 
remainder of his school days and after he has left school, 
they will be used even more for reference and study. There are 
two benefits to be derived from such a plan— sanitary and 
educational, The average life of a school book is about 
five years, and with the best of care many of them become very 
filthy, so much so, that the average child of cleanly habits dis- 
dains to use them. ‘Then in many homes the libraries are very 
small, or there are none. The extra expense to the town would 
all come back one hundred fold in better citizenship. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


The school population is constantly increasing. The school 
enrolment for the term ending Dec. 24, 1903, shows an increase 
of forty-three over the corresponding period of that of last year. 
The average yearly increase during the past five years has been 
about forty. 

Thus it can be seen there is a steady growth in the school 
population and attendance, and it is absolutely necessary that 
buildings and teachers be provided to meet the demand. It is 
work that cannot be put off from year to year. 
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There is an overcrowded condition at the Stone, Bird and 
Fisher Schools. The use of a portion of the Town Hall for 
school purposes, has relieved the pressure at the Stone School 
for only a short time, and next September all the pupils cannot 
be accommodated there. 

Neither can all the pupils be accommodated at the Bird 
School. Now your Committee recommends that an eight-room 
building be erected at the East and four rooms on the ground 
floor be finished at once, the other rooms to be finished when 
needed. 

Sketches of a two-story four-room building have been se- 
cured, but your committee does not consider it the wisest policy 
for the town to erect such a building and it earnestly hopes the 
town will authorize the committee to procure plans and estimates 
for an eight-room building as has been described above. 

If the eight room building is erected at the East, the eighth 
grade from there need not be transported to the Stone School as 
in the past, thus giving more room at the Stone and at the same 
time saving an annual transportation expense of about $200. 

In fact, two eighth grades must be maintained from now on 
as there will be too many eighth grade pupils for any one room. 

Next September the whole Bird School will be required for 
the 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th grades and the rst and 2d 
grades would occupy the rooms in the new building. For the 
past five years the east portion of the town has increased quite 
rapidly and the Committee can see no reason why this increase 
will not continue even more rapidly than in the past. We believe 
therefore it will be more economical for the town not merely to 
build for the present needs, which has been the policy of the 
town in the past, but to build for the future. The school popu- 
lation, as has been shown, is increasing at the rate of one room 
each year so that the whole building called for will soon be oc- 
cupied. 

There is another proposition which might be considered and 
that is to build a large building here at the center that would ac- 
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commodate the increasing school-population for several years. 

The most excellent water supply and healthy record of Wal- 
pole is attracting the attention of the city people this way, and 
with the increased railroad accommodations Walpole is bound to 
become more and more a residential place and it is expedient for 
the town to keep her schools up to that high standard of excel- 
lence that will attract intelligent citizens looking fora home. Tie 
schools and water supply are the first things considered by parties 
looking for a place to settle, and the State Board of Education is 
continually being asked the question : ‘What are the conditions 
of the schools in the town of ———-— ?”” Within the last month, 
two towns inthe state have failed to acquire valuable citizens, 
because in one case the town was talking of intrenchment in the 
school expenditures ; in the other, the schools were not up to the 
standard required by the State Board of Education. | 

The above instances ought to serve as guide posts if we are 
working for the best interest of the town. 

While the conditions at the Fisher School are very much 
like those at the Stone and the Bird Schools, they are not so im- 
perative and if the pressure at the Stone is relieved by not trans- 
porting from the East the overflow from the Fisher can be ac- 
commodated at the Stone and Town Hall, till such time as the 
town is ready to build another building. 

It is only a matter of time when the town must face the prob- 
lem of a new High School building, for the present one will be 
taxed to its utmost capacity in another year. 


REPAIRS. 


All the school buildings need painting and the High School 
building must be repaired and the leaks stopped, or else the plas- 
tering will be all off the walls and ceiling of the lower rooms. It 
is the opinion of your Committee that it would be the cheapest 
way for the town, in the end, to sell the building for a tenement 
house and erect a new High School building rather than expend 
any more money in repairing it. It has cost the town enough 
already and is ill adapted to the needs of the School.

TEACHERS. 


We think the town is to be congratulated in having in its 
employ such a splendid energetic corps of teachers and we take 
this opportunity to express our deep sense of gratitude to them 
fortheir faithful and whole-hearted work. 

For further information concerning the work of the schools 
we refer you to the report of the Superintendent of Schools, which 
is hereby adopted as a part of this report.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To THE ScHOOL COMMITTEE OF WALPOLE: 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report, which is the nine- 
teenth in the series of annual reports of the Superintendent of 
the public schools of Walpole. 

It is impossible to set forth in any annual report the work 
accomplished in the schools. We can only state a few of the 
things attempted, and give in a general way the results secured, 
for it takes years to see the finished product. Most people are 
very apt to judge the present school work by what the graduates 
of the past have done or are doing, when perhaps the whole 
school curriculum has entirely changed since those men and 
women, as boys and girls, first entered the schools. So that 
whether the school product of to-day is better or worse than that 
of yesterday, can only be ascertained in after years. If we look 
carefully around the entire circle we have a right to judge, and 
in most cases we can form a pretty accurate opinion of the re- 
sults. The same general plan has been followed as that of pre- 
vious years, and we feel that we are a little nearer the ideal than 
ayearago. Wedo not intend to make a specialty of any one 
thing; but rather to teach language, history, nature, and mathe- 
matics in such a way, that the child will receive the best all- 
round development possible. It is character in the school, in 
the child, that we are trying to cultivate and develop. There 
has been an unusual amount of sickness and stormy weather, 
which has made the percentage of attendance lower than for 
years, but a high percentage of attendance is not the main thing 
_ to be sought, rather a high percentage of development, The 
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plan of beginning number work in the third grade, or when the 
average child reaches the age of eight years, is working well, 
and we find our present fourth grade pupils better in arithmetic, 
as well as in everything else than ever before. This plan is in 
accordance with the psychologic development of the child’s 
mind. It isa waste of time to teach much number work, as num- 
ber work, before the average child reaches the age of eight years. 
Much better results could be secured, I think, if children were 
not allowed to enter the first grade until they were about seven 
years of age, but they should spend at least two years in the 
kindergarten previous to entering} the primary school. If this 
plan is followed the child will be about fifteen years of age when 
he enters the high school, and old enough to take up the subjects 
there with pleasure and profit to himself as well as to the school. 
I would then extend the high school course one year, making 
the fifth year advanced work for those pupils who are to enter 
college. 


TEACHERS. 


There have been only a few changes in the teaching force 
during the year. 

Mr. Rowland H. Watts, principal of the Bird School, re- 
signed on account of ill health at the beginning of the spring 
term, and his place has been very successfully filled by Mr. Ed- 
ward L. Curran, who was graduated at the Bridgewater Normal 
School, and has had considerable experience in other places. 

Miss Edith R. Ellis, who has been a very successful teacher 
of the third grade at the Stone School, resigned at the close of 
the year in June, and Miss Florence M. Look, who had taken 
Miss Park’s place during the latter’s leave of absence, was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy. 

Miss Blanche E. Hellyar, one of our best High School as- 
sistants, having a much better position offered her in Dedham, 
accepted it, and Miss Harriet A. Quick, of Wyncote, Penn., was 
secured to fill the vacancy. Miss Quick was graduated at Mount 
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Holyoke College last June, and is proving to be a teacher of rare - 
ability. 

Much to the regret of the teachers and pupils, Miss Sadie 
R. Melzard, supervisor of drawing, resigned in June to accept 
a similar position in the city of Chelsea. Though Miss Mel- 
zard’s departure was a great loss to the Walpole schools, her 
place has been ably filled by Mr. C. Edward Newell, who was 
graduated at the Normal Art School, and who has had a year of 
experience elsewhere. His influence has already been felt in 
the schools, and this year bids fair to be an eventful one in his 
line of work. 

Mr. William R. Wood, principal of the Stone School re- 
signed in June to take a course at the Worcester Polytechnic In- 
stitute, and Mr. William F. Johnson was secured for the vacancy. 
Mr. Johnson was graduated at the Hyannis Normal School, and 
has had three years of successful experience in other towns. 

Miss Ida H. Nye, principal of the Boyden School resigned 
in August, and this vacancy was filled by the appointment of 
Miss Marion E. Leland, who was graduated at the Farmington 
State Normal School, and has had several years of experience in 
Maine and the South. 

In October the crowded condition of the second and third 
grades in the Bird School, made it expedient that these grades 
should be divided, and Miss Elizabeth Grammer, who was gradu- 
ated from the Worcester Normal School, and has had one year 
of experience, was elected to take the second grade. 

All the teachers are doing excellent work, and it seems to 
me that the town never had a more hard working, progressive, 
and devoted corps of teachers than at the present time. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School grows better each year both in equipment 
and teaching force, so that we now consider that the school, 
other things being equal, can do just as much for the pupil as 
any school in the state. That you may more fully learn what is 
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being done there, I ask you to read carefully the report of the 


principal of the High School found in the appendix of this 
report. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance with the beginning of the school year in 
September has begun to improve, and the instances of tardiness 
to lessen so that we are moving in the right direction. Right 
here the schools need the co-operation of the parents. There 
have been many instances during the fall term where the parents 
have been very active in helping the teachers, but there are yet 
too many instances of indifference on the part of the parents, 
even to the defiance of the statute laws concerning school 
attendance. 

The following are some of the State laws that all parents 
should read carefully and then keep handy for reference. 


(Revised Laws, Chapter 44.) 


Sect. 1. Every child between seven and fourteen years of 
_ age shall attend some public day school in the city or town in 
which he resides during the entire time the public schools are in 
session. Every person having under his control a child as de- 
scribed in this section shall cause him to attend school as herein 
required; and if he fails for five day sessions or ten half day 
sessions within any period of six months, he shall, upon com- 
plaint by a truant officer and conviction thereof, be punished by 
a fine of twenty dollars. Whoever induces or attempts to induce 
a child to absent himself unlawfully from school, or employs or 
harbors a child who, while school is in session, is absent unlaw- 
fully from school shall be punished bya fine of not more than 
fifty dollars. 

Sect. 4. Ifa child resides in a city or town other than that 
of the legal resident of his parent or guardian for the sole pur- 
pose of there attending school, his parent or guardian shall be 
liable to said city or town for his tuition while attending school 
in said city or town, 
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Sect. 5. A child who has not been vaccinated shall not be 
admitted to a public school except upon presentation of a certifi- 
cate signed by a regular practising physician that he is not a fit 
subject for vaccination. A child who isa member of a house- 
hold in which a person is ill with smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever or measles, or of a household exposed to such contagion 
from another household as aforesaid, shall not attend any public 
- school during such illness, or until the teacher of the school has 
been furnished with a certificate from the board of health of the 
city or town, or from the attending physician of such person, 
stating that, in case of smallpox, diphtheria, or scarlet fever at 
least two weeks, and ina case of measles, at least three days, 
have elapsed since the recovery, removal, or death of such per- 
son, and that danger of conveying such disease by such child has 
passed. 

(Revised Laws, Chapter 46.) 

Sect. 3. A child between seven and fourteen years of age, 
who wilfully and habitually absents himself from school contrary 
to the provisions of Sect. 1 of Chapter 44, shall be deemed to be 
an habitual truant, and, upon complaint by a truant officer and 
conviction thereof, may, if a boy, be committed to a county tru- 
ant school for not more than two years, and, if a girl, to the state 
industrial school for girls. 

Sect. 4. A child between seven and sixteen years of age, 
who may be found wandering about in the streets, or public 
places of any city or town, having no lawful occupation, habitu- 
ally not attending school, and growing up in idleness and igno- 
rance, shall be deemed to be an habitual absentee, and, upon 
complaint by a truant officer or any person and conviction thereof, 
may, if a boy, be committed to a county truant school for not 
more than two years, or to the Lyman School for boys, and, if 
a girl, to the state industrial school for girls. 

Sect. 5. A child under fourteen years of age who persist- 
ently violates the reasonable regulations of the school which he 
attends, or otherwise persistently misbehaves therein, so as to 
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render himself a fit subject for exclusion therefrom, shall be 
deemed to be an habitual school offender, and upon complaint 
by a truant officer and conviction thereof, may, if a boy, be com- 
mitted to a county truant school for not more than two years, 
and, if a girl, to the state industrial school for girls. 

Sect. 28 No child under the age of fourteen years shall be 
employed in any factory, workshop, or mercantile establishment 
unless his employer procures and keeps on file, accessible to the 
truant officer of the city or town, and to the district police and 
inspectors of factories and public buildings, an age and schooling 
certificate and keeps two complete lists of all such minors em- 
ployed therin, one on file, and one conspicuously posted near the 
principal entrance of the building in which such children are 
employed, and also keeps on file and sends to the superintendent 
of schools, or, if there is no superintendent, to the school ‘com- 
mittee a complete list of the names of all minors employed therin 
who cannot read at sight and write legibly simple sentences in 
the English language. ; 

Sect. 33. Whoever employs a minor under sixteen years 
of age, and whoever having under his control a minor under such 
age permits such minor to be employed in violation of the pro- 
visions of Sections 28 and 29, shall for such offence be punished 
by a fine of not more than fifty dollars; and whoever continues 
to employ a minor in violation of the provisions of either of said 
sections, after being notified by a truant officer or an inspector of 
factories and public buildings thereof, shall for every day there- 
after that such employment continues be punished by a fine of 
not less than five nor more than twenty dollars. 


PRESENT NEEDS. 


The crowded condition of the High, Stone, Bird, and 
Fisher schools make a new school building somewhere a neces- 
sity, as well as one or two more teachers. This must be done ; 
it cannot be put off year after year. Now since the use of the 
town hall for school purposes gives only one school room, and 
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as the town is growing at the rate of one room each year, you 
can readily see that something must be done. The eighth grade 
from the East cannot be transported to the Stone School after 
the end of this school year unless we have a new building, as the 
pupils in the seventh grades now cannot be seated in one room 
next September. Two eighth grades must be maintained. Now 
what is best for all the pupils ought to be the best plan for the 
‘town to adopt. That plan, it seems to me, is to build at the 
Center a large building which will accommodate the high school 
and a portion of the grammar school for several years, then 
when the whole-building is required for high school purposes a 
new building can be erected at the East, if desired. 

If the town will not adopt the above plan, then as the next 
best thing, I recommend that the present building at the East be 
used for a grammar school, and that land be secured and either 
a four or an eight room building be erected for a primary school. 
Then the overflow at the Fisher school can be transported to 
the Stone school a few years longer, perhaps. It is a great advan- 
tage from an educational standpoint to have the children from 
the grades, one to three, in a separate building from the grades 
four to eight. There are two main reasons for this division: 
First, the length of the school day should be much less for the 
primary school children than for the grammar school pupils, and 
the periods of relaxation nearer together: Second, the pupils in 
the primary school ought not to be subjected to the influence of 
the older children. In regard to the high school building some- 
thing must be done there. It leaks badly, needs painting, and 
the water stands in the fire pits six or eight weeks every year, 
making it impossible to properly heat and ventilate the building, 
even at times putting out the fires and forcing the school to take 
a vacation. It is wholly unsuited to the needs of the school. 
As the high school brings in yearly about $500 in tuition with 
but very little extra expense it seems wise not only to retain the 
present tuition pupils but try to secure others. 
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MANUAL TRAINING. 


If we are to keep our schools up to the standard of the best 
educational thought we must gradually change our courses of 
study and daily programs so that we shall not only train the head 
and heart but also the hand of the pupil, help him to learn to do 
by doing something that is really worth while. In other words, 
a portion of each day must be given to Manual Training or 
Industrial Work, the very foundation of which is the kinder- 
garten. Therefore I recommend that two kindergartens be 
opened as soon as rooms can be secured; one at the Center, the 
other at the East. The expense of doing this would be small, 
and the results far reaching. 

The Industrial Work has been started by the supervisor of 
drawing, as these are allied subjects and must be taught together 
if the best results are to be secured. 

The designs in drawing are being worked out with various 
materials, and next spring something will be attempted *in school 
gardening. Another year I hope that some kind of Industrial 
Work can be provided for the boys, and that the girls can be 
instructed in sewing, thus the schools can take up and extend the 
work in sewing so generously carried on in East Walpole for 
several years by Mrs. Charles S. Bird, the excellent exhibit of 
which we all saw at the reception last June. For details con- 
cerning the work in drawing I refer you to the report of Mr. 
Newell, found in the appendix. 


MUSIC. 


The work in music has been very satisfactory indeed. The 
singing by the children reflects great credit upon the supervisor, 
Miss Mowry, in assigning and testing the work, and upon the 
regular teachers for their faithfulness in drilling and carrying 
out the details of the general plan. The report of the supervisor 
is given in full in the appendix. 


LUNCH ROOM. 


For several years it has been a serious problem to take care 
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of the children at the Stone School during the noon hour, but 
this year the problem has been solved very satisfactorily to all 
parties concerned. There are from seventy-five to one hundred 
children who bring their dinners, and as no one room was large 
enough to hold them all, for it is necessary that they have some 
supervision during the time allotted for luncheon, Mr. Johnson 
suggested that the unused portion of the basement be used for 
a dining room. In November the basement was cleaned, the 
walls white-washed, the ceiling papered, a sink put in, an oil 
stove secured, five tables constructed, table cloths, dish wipers, 
one hundred plates, cups and spoons were purchased, and now 
when the noon hour arrives the pupils, who must stay at lunch, 
file to the dining room with their lunch boxes, take their respec- 
tive seats at the tables and spend a pleasant and profitable half 
hour, eating, chatting, propounding riddles and telling stories. 
Three of the teachers are always present and eat with the chil- 
dren. The principal, Mr. Johnson, remains every day, and the 
other teachers take weekly turns in staying. Sugar, milk, and 
cocoa have been purchased at wholesale, and by means of the 
oil stove one of the teachers prepares cocoa for all those who are 
wiling to pay one cent a mug, the actual cost of the raw material 
for manufacturing it. This is sold and served by the eighth 
grade girls who also voluntarily wash the dishes and reset the 
tables every day, for which they deserve much praise. The 
walls are being decorated with pictures, and the windows have 
been draped with pretty sash curtains which were purchased and 
made by the pupils. 

The school is greatly indebted to those persons who have 
rendered assistance in so many ways, such as gratuitously fur- 
nishing paper for the ceiling, making table cloths, dish wipers, 
and for laundry work so nicely performed, etc. Visitors are 
always welcome, provided they furnish their own lunch. After 
lunch the boys and girls file back to their respective rooms, put 
on their wraps and go out on-the school grounds for a merry 
romp. If stormy, they go, instead, to another part of the base- 
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ment where they play games and enjoy such sports as can be 
conducted there. Many new games are to be added as the result 
of the calendar manufacture and sale at the close of the last 


term. 


SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


The school libraries are increasing steadily each year. We 
now have about five hundred volumes. If five hundred volumes 
can be secured next year each room will then have a good work- 
ing library, the plan of which was given in the annual report 
two years ago. The small gifts are just as acceptable as the 
larger ones, so do not fail to add your mite because it is small. 
Several of the pupils have contributed this year from their hard 
earned money which I think is very commendable. The Young 
Folks’ Library of twenty volumes has recently been purchased 
for one of the schools, and I wish we had money enough to pur- 
chase one for each school. It is a library that ought to be in 
every home where there are children, as well as in every 
school. 

I wish to thank all those persons who have contributed in 
any way to this worthy cause. There have been so many donors 
that time and space will not allow the mention of all. I wish to 
thank the Wednesday Club for its generous donation of books, 
magazines and good will, also the Walpole Woman’s Club, 
which has contributed the largest amount (sixty-five dollars) 
that has been received. The interest that both these clubs take 
in all matters pertaining to the schools is encouraging and inspir- 
ing to a superintendent who is obliged to leave so many things 
undone for want of ways and means. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion then we can improve our schools by increas- 
ing the school room accommodations, by establishing kinder- 
gartens, by extending the High School course to five years, and 
by teaching more industrial work, by teaching the girls sewing 
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and cooking, and the boys the use of tools in the ordinary 
trades.

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menor T OF THE PRINCIPAL OF ‘THE HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


I herewith submit my third annual report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1903. . 

I wish, first of all, to express my appreciation for the hearty 
co-operation of the teachers in the High School. They have 
worked conscientiously and hard, and have sought in every way 
to advance the interests of the school. The perfect harmony 
among the teachers, and their faithful endeavor have contributed 
in no small measure to the success of the past year. A spirit of 
good will has pervaded the school, and most friendly relations 
have continued among parents, instructors, and students. 

With the exception of Miss Hellyar, who accepted a more 
lucrative position in the Dedham High School, we have the 
same teaching force as last year. In September Miss Harriet A. 
Quick, a Holyoke graduate, took Miss Hellyar’s place and has 
filled the position very acceptably. 

The same number of pupils has been enrolled this year as 
last, but since only three have left thus far the average number 
is much higher than last year. Of the fifteen non-resident stu- 
dents in attendance, Medfield contributes twelve and Norfolk 
three. From the graduating class of the eighth grade thirty- 
four out of thirty-seven entered the High School, a larger per- 
centage than usual. We think, however, that a majority of the 
eighth grade graduates are not mature enough to take up first 
year work in the High School, and as a result are handicapped 
throughout their course, if not obliged to drop out before its 
completion, This fault might be remedied by making the High 
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School course five years instead of four, for the immature stu- 
dent, and by introducing the kindergarten into the school 
system. 

Because of the number of delinquent students, and for the 
benefit of those who request assistance, we have instituted regu- 
lar afternoon sessions. ‘These sessions are held Tuesdays, Wed- 
nesdays and Thursdays, from 1.15 until 3 P. M., and have 
proved very helpful. 

One of the drawbacks to efficient work this year, as last, 
has been the lack of space. The classes are uniformly large, so 
that the main room at present is in constant use as a class room. 
One room, by actual measurement 12x10, and poorly ventilated, 
is daily occupied by twelve and fourteen pupils at a time; two or 
three of the typewriters are in the halls, and things in general are 
in a congested state. In spite of these inconveniences the work of ' 
the school has continued to run smoothly, but we see the need 
of ampler quarters, and reiterate that in the near future the citi- 
zens will have to face a new problem in construction. 

This fact becomes apparent for another reason, when one 
observes the water-stained walls of the two main rooms and halls. 
Melting snows and driving storms have raised havoc with the 
plastering and blackboards, and have seriously injured the lower 
wings of the building. 

We are pleased to say there has been no difficulty in heating 
the building this year, even during the coldest winter weather. 
The only trouble we experience comes in the spring when water 
fills the ash-pits for weeks at a time, and often floods the grates. 

The growing reference library has caused a demand for 
more book room.. This has been satisfied in some measure by a 
fine sectional book-case, presented to the school by last year’s 
graduating class. But several more cases are needed to shelve 
and protect the books that have to be piled on tables and floors, 
exposed to dust and dirt. 

The school library received its largest contribution this fall 
as a result of an entertainment, under the auspices of the Woman’s 
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Club, directed by the High School teachers. The proceeds, 
some sixty-five dollars, were devoted, mainly, to the purchase of 
English and History reterence books. In addition to these, some 
valuable books have been purchased by the superintendent, and 
a number of volumes have been given to the school; all these, 
supplemented by books from the Public Library, afford the High 
School an excellent working library. 

More outside reading has been required among the four 
classes this year than heretofore, and we believe a desire for good 
literature is being cultivated among the students. The ‘‘ College 
English Requireinents ” usually have a tendency to create a dis- 
like for the special selections studied, if not for English in gen- 
eral. In spite of this negative result, however, we believe the 
work can be so conducted that a genuine love for the best in 
literature will be inculcated in the hearts of the students. 

The course of study has been but slightly changed. Three 
years are given to French instead of two, and the course in 
Stenography and Typewriting has been lengthened from one 
year to two years. In connection with Solid Geometry, a course 
in Mechanical Drawing has been given, under the direction of 
Mr. Newell, Supervisor of Drawing. Some of the work of this 
course will be seen at the annual school exhibition in June. 

With very little additional expense a good, practical busi- 
ness course could be given in the High School. The instructor 
in Stenography and Typewriting could take the Commercial 
Arithmetic and Bookkeeping classes and teach every day during 
the week instead of two days as at present. With the aid of 
such a teacher, the business course could be made a distinct feat- 
ure of the school, and give a preparation for business life that 
would be valuable to those whose studies end with the High 
School. The Stenography course has proved successful, and, 
we believe, if it were expanded into a business course, would be 
still more successful and would meet a real need in the commun- 
ity. 

During the year a number of speakers have addressed the 
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pupils on various subjects. The ‘‘ talks” have been given on 
the second and fourth Wednesdays of each month, alternating 
with the discussion of Current Topics on the first and third 
Wednesdays. These talks and discussions have aroused con- 
siderable interest among the pupils, and have led them to 
greater definiteness in their daily reading as well as opening up 
broader vistas of thought and knowledge.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Mr, A. A. Badger : — 
Dear Sir: 


It gives me pleasure to submit the following report for the 
months of September, October, November, and December, 1902, 
the four months during which I have had the supervision of 
drawing in the schools of Walpole. 

The work done during this time, and attitude of both teach- 
ers and pupils toward the subject as I have presented it has been 
gratifying and most cordial. 

Interest can never be obtained till there is attention. ‘+ With- 
out attention no thinking, and without thinking ‘no learning.” 
We are glad to say we have interest, for the children are always 
ready and anxious to draw. I can see a gradual but steady im- 
provement in the work from month to month. If this continues, 
as I am confident it will, we shall keep up to, and perhaps pass 
the good standard already established. 

The general plan of the work is not radically different from 
that followed in previous years, yet the manner of approaching 
the subject is somewhat changed. 

The aims of the course are, to cultivate an intelligent ap- 
preciation of beauty in the arts and in nature, to cultivate and 
develop taste, and to encourage invention of expression. 

Both supervisor and teachers are constantly studying how 
to present the work in the simplest way that we may obtain the 
best results with the greatest economy of material. It is quality 
and not quantity we take for our motto for the new year. 

A class in Mechanical Drawing has been formed at the 
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‘High School. The pupils have studied the elements of Ortho- 


graphic projection, and are now starting some simple machine 
drawing. All are deeply interested and take great pride in hay- 
ing neat and accurate work. These pupils have found the 
knowledge already acquired to be of value in their other school 
work. 

Drawing and Manual Training are coming to be more and 
more closely related in public school work. Their value as 
trainers of taste, observation, and accuracy as well as their dis- 
ciplinary value is beyond question, The great question is, how 
we may find time for all these things. In many towns children 
stay after school that they may learn some useful hand-work. 
It may be said by some that children should then be out at play. 
True, to a certain extent, but few children care to play all the 
time they are out of school. It is not necessary that children 
stay for Manual Training every day, but one afternoon a week 
may give them something that will be of life-long benefit to 
them. Then the pure delight they have in making something 
beautiful that will be of value in the home is the kind of thing 
that will make our homes ‘ places of purity, culture, and taste. 
They have been places of purity and culture, now we wish to 
make them places of taste.’”’ Since October I have been giving 
the teachers free instruction in Raphia Basketry. After Janu- 
ary we hope to introduce this work into the upper grades. The 
design for the basket will be made in the drawing lesson, and 
the basket will be made during the Manual Training lessons to 
be given after school hours. 

The boys are to have some instructions in knife work and 
hammock knitting. 

In conclusion please accept my hearty thanks for your con- 
siderate help and kind words of commendation.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 


I am pleased to report the progress in music has been very 
satisfactory. This is due to the conscientious work and co- 
operation of the teachers who have so inspired the pupils that 
the work has been accomplished with interest and enjoyment. 
The tone has steadily improved in quality and accuracy. 

Little children are fond of music, and every child can be 
taught to sing, perhaps not as easily but just as naturally as to 
read, provided instruction is commenced before he becomes self- 
conscious and embarrassed at the sound of his own voice. If 
this training is given the work progresses rapidly and easily. 
Realizing this, the primary teachers have given faithful atten- 
tion and individual work to monotones, and the results have 
been very gratifying. 

As music has been introduced but one year in our schools, 
the work in the upper grades necessarily has been more or less 
elementary ; notwithstanding this, the pupils have developed a 
good spirit that has manifested itself in honest and intelligent 
endeavor and consequent good results, in many cases exceeding 
our anticipations. 

The elevating and ennobling influence of music in school 
and home is an acknowledged fact. Emphasizing this a mu- 
sical instrument is found in nearly every home to-day. We aim 
that the work in the school room shall supplement that in the 
home and furnish.a solid foundation for further musical educa- 
_ tion.

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THE PENNY SAVINGS SYSTEM. 


The interest in the Walpole Public Schools Penny Savings 
System continues unabated. Not all the money that has been saved 
has been deposited in the bank, but in most cases the money with- 
drawn has been wisely expended, in many cases for the home 
necessities. The amount deposited during the year is $533.01. 
Since the introduction of the system in January, 1901 there has 
been $2,185,56 deposited, and 273 pupils now hold bank books.
